— Under date of March 5 the governor of Nagasaki Ken 
ordered official inspection of all vessels arriving at Nagasaki from Hong- 
kong and Kuchinotzu.

Portugal. — By published ministerial order of April 3 the port of 
Oeara is declared infected, and all ports of the province are declared 
suspect.
